Il is, therefore, in- 
lentletl to liquidate what i* due on the 
larger salaries, by jGSO debentures, bear- 
ing interest at eight percent., hut ivith- 
out malting them a legal tender, in which 
ease Lliey will be considered in the light 
only of an acknowledgment of the debt, 
it'hich the Home Government will doubt- 
less liquidate, when it discovers the im- 
possibility of raising funds in Auckland 
for tht purpose. The smaller sadaries will 
he paid in the debentures already in exis- 
tence. A despatch from Lord SrANLW, 
recently received by the North Stm; gives 
reasuii to believe that an application will 
be made to Parliament for an extension of 
the present grant, whenever the Colonial 
Government shall have transmitted to 
lingluiid sufficient particulars on which 
to ground the application. 

Tile propcrty-tajt, liavinj; foiled Lo pro- 
duce a sufficient revenue to meet the cur- 
rent expenses, lias been repealed, ami the 
customa* duties have been revived in 
lieu thereof. The laller were suppressed 
in September In it, partly in the hope of 
conciliating the natives, and partly from 
a desire lo support free trade, and tht 
property-Lax was established instead; but, 
as His Bxcei-lchcv nuw observes, neces- 
sity lias no Inv.

ales, we think it clear Hint in New Zea- 
land it is one of paramount importance, 
not only to the natives, but the Govern- 
ment itself, which, at a crisis like Llie 
present, stands in need of special pro- 
leclion, and requires the information 
which protectors and missionaries are 
alone able to give. While these gen- 
tlemen continue in the impartial dis- 
charge of their duties towards the 
unlives, liie latter can never doubt Lite 
disposition of the British authorities to

The Terror arrived yesterday morning, 
from AucVland, which she left on Tues- 
day thu t&th instant. She brings -IS pas- 
sengers, including 25 chiltlreji. The adulls 
are chiefly operalives and Lheir wives, who 
have left in despair of findtne employ- 
ment in the present ilhtracLed staLe of 
New Zealand. Four only are refugees 
from the Bay of Islands. 

Nnthing more had transpired with re- 
gard Lo the huslilc intentions of the 
natives, excepting that Heki had expressed 
his (letertnihaLiun to invade thu capital on 
the 2lst iust. Whether the active prepara- 
tions which are already made for his recep- 
tion may or may not induce him to moderate 
his tone remains to be seen. The barracks, 
which are situated (in a hill overlooking 
the harbour, are now protected on all ac- 
cessible sides, by n deep ditch and em- 
bankment, and a road of communication 
with the sea ha* been made down the*ide 
of the hill, so as Lo enable n parly of sea- 
men lo march into the Barrack- yard under 
cover of the garrison. The militia is at 
lenglh in course of orgauiuwion , seven 
hundred names have been already re- 
gistered as fit to bear arms, for Auckland 
alone, and three hundred more are ex- 
pected, A party of volunteers has already 
been organised and drilled, and the Church, 
which is in the iinmedial* vicinity of the 
| barracks and government house, has been 
, put into a sLtte of defence, for ihe recep- 
tion of a body of armed men. 

The Barrack-yard will he Ihe place oT 
retreat for the women and children, in case 
of attack, and care will be taken to provide 
n sufficient stock uf provisions fur any 
emergency that may reasonably be anti- 
cipated. The GovKaNon, in Council, has 
iriLimated that Emissaries are stationed in 
every quarter for the purpose of Walchitlg 
the natives, so that lie will receive infor- 
mation of any hostile movements on their 
part in sufficient time lo be prepared to 
meeL them. On a recent alarm during 
the iiigiit the bugles sounded, and the 
garrison, including llie volunteers, wns 
immediately under anus, and the town 
was patrolled in every direction. The 
alarm in this case turned out, however, to 
be grotiiidle&s. It was occasioned by tbe 
firing uf the natives: of Orakti over the 
grave of a deceased child, at midnight, ac- 
cording to their usual custom, The sound 
had gone up the valley from Orakei to 
Mount Hobson, thence reverberating to 
MuttnL Eden and the adjacent valleys near 
the town, The continuing echo induced 
the sentinels who were stationed on the 
hills to ascribe it lo discharges of mus- 
ketry in various quarters,, and as in duty 
bmind, they fired the prescribed signals of 
alarm. 

The attack of the natives' had been ori- 
ginally announced for the nth, by Hetu 
himself, and would probably have liken 
place but for a collision between him and 
Nkmk, the chief of a powerful tribe in his 
neighbourhood. The hostile chiefs met 
in battle stray, but after slight skirmish- 
ing, in which liEKrsu stained a loss of one 
man killed arid five wounded, they had 
a parley, which concluded by their cordially 
shaking hands. Hum disclaimed any in- 
tention of personal aggrandisement in his 
attack upon British authority, nnd declared 
that he sought nothine; mote than the es- 
tablishment of the righla of the chiefs in 
general. 

The GovEituron, who had anticipated 
cheering results (Yum Ihe conllicL, exutl- 
ingly euuiinunicated the fact Id the 



conviction that the natives," with the 
exception of Hem's tribe, were disposed 
to abide hy the treaty uf Wniiangi, antt 
to support the British Government, but 
His Excellency was probably not aware 
that although the cause of quarrel arose 
out of the affair at the Bay of Islands, it 
was one uf a private nature. It has since 
transpired, that a half-east grand-child of 
Neke had been shut by Heki's party, in 
the attack upon the blockhouse ; the 
battle between the tribes arose out of the 
savage custom of requiring blunt] for 
blood, and not from dissatisf action at the 
warlike aggressions of Hmti. 

His Excellekct has also caused a 
letter to be read in Council, from Chiefs 
of the Ngatiwhatun Lribe, fiiiirnnncing 
that HbK) Had applied to them for per- 
mission lo traverse Lheir lauds on his 
ruad to Auckland, bill which they had 
refused to grant. They express also, 
their determination to rise against him 
in case he sliuuld make their coun- 
try '" the path uf war," hut we 
have seen in the case of Keiie and Heki 
how speedily the enmities of these peo- 
ple may he brought to a conclusion, and 
the shaking uf hands, as far as twice rn! 
,\Y:\r, has evinced no desire on his part 
Lo uphold British authority, uur any wish 
that it should be upheld. He is the 
chief of the must powerful tribe iu the 
vicinity of the Hay of Islands, and his 
fiat would have been law, ur at least 
would have produced an irresistible di- 
version iu fat'out of the British Crown. 

The Hazard had sailed for Wellington, 
a town which, not withstanding the opi- 
nion of the Governor, seems to be in 
the same predicament as the capital. 
Captain RoiiEnTsoN was in a fair way 
of recovery from his wounds, but the 
fractured limb was not sufficiently con- 
solidated to admit of his leaving his 
couch. 

The financial state of the colony has 
for some time past been deploralile, from 
causes independent of native aggression, 
The metal lie currency has almost en- 
tirely disappeared — absorbed as it is by 
the foreign merchant for supplies of im- 
ported articles. The circulating medium 
chiefly consists of government deben- 
tures, for -various amounts, as loxr as 
five shillings., and which ate made a 
legal tender. Other notes are issued by 
private traders, for sums which descend 
in value a* low as three -pence ; and in 
lack of smaller change an I O U for a 
single penny is occasionally seen, It 
is obvious thai such a state uf affairs 
must, under existing circumstances, ter- 
minate iu a general bankruptcy, unless 
Lite resource* of the coluny be bruttght 
out to meet the imports— if resources 
there be. The military chest md the 
grant from the Crown seem to consti- 
tute at present the only source of metallic 
money, but that must also disappear in 
payment lo the foreign merchant. 

The ,graiit from the Home Govern- 
ment for the year 1811-5 amounted to 
s?7560,of which £4130 8s. 3d, wasap. 
propriated in England to the payment of 



tribunals, just as a counoel uaigucd lij 
the Supreme Court to an accused British 
subject, who lias no means of defending 
himself. The natives look up to 
the ProLector as a friend to whom 
they can resurt for advice in cases 
of duuht, and if any means short of 
violence can disarm the ferocity of these 
untutored savages, it may lie expected from 
the advice of friends in ivltutu they hat)Uu - 
ally contide. A-l a recent meeting of (he 
Legislative Council, when an attempt was 
made to slop the supplies of the protectors, 
the Guveiinok warm! y eulogised Lite ser- 
vices of these gentlemen, and declared Lhat 
Mr. CbAitKS, Lheir chief, Was of more use 
to him than all the officers of his Govern- 
ment put together. Thoroughlyacqnaiiued 
ns arc these gentlemen with the ltmguage 
and characters of the natives, and iu con- 
stant intercourse with them, they become 
the channels through which valuable in- 
formation is conveyed to the ruling autho- 
rities ; and as they are not expected to 
extend their fostering cure to the natives; in 
theirwarlike aggressions, they are on these 
occasions among the most useful allies of 
the Crowu.

On 
Saturday Ivewls admitted the assault, anfl 
asserted he eoiiitl justify it. Mr. Windeycr, 
previntis to ordering him for trial, informed 
itini that the time, place, raid circumstances, 
made it an blTence of a very aggravated na- 
ture, and One which, it proved, would probably 
be most severely punished. Lewie was aftci- 
wardrj allowed bail, himself in £t0, and two 
curettes in £10 each.

Mr. Windeyer appeared in support of 
the appeal ; the Chief Commissioner sal

Mr. Winiieyfh requested that the jlulg 
Blent of the Chief CummiBsionei' might he 
read ! which was read accordingly hy the 
Clerk of the insolvent Court: 

"On Thursday , the 25th February, 1845, 
John Husking applied for his certificale 
under the Insolvent Act, by his counsel, 
Messrs. Poster and Windeyer. On Lhat 
day notice of opposition was filed by 
Samuel Lyons, by the Sydney Bank, by 
the trustees of the private estate uf John 
Uosking, by the trustees of Hughes and 
Hosktug, and hy the- flank of Australia. 
After several adjournments and exainina' 
lions of the insolvent, Mr. Michie, who 
appeared for Ihe trustees iu the private 
estate of John Uosking, stated that he hud 
been instructed to withdraw the opposition 
on the part of the trustees, Mr. Smart, 
on the part of the Sydney Bank, tviili- 
drew their opposition, and Mr. Unwin, on 
the [:,„i of Mr, $, Lyons, did tbe same. 
The case was then adjourned to Thursday, 
till i March, 18-15, when a notice of oppo- 
sition was filed hy Mr, Thumas Sluhhs and 
Mr. Waller Robertson. After jmrlly 
hearing tbe case on the opposition of these 
two parties, it was further adjourned tn 
March 1Mb, when Mr. R. Johnson, attor- 
ney for Mr. R. Cooper, filed a notice of 
opposition on behalf" of his client. Evi- 
dence being gone into till the close of thai 
day, the case was adjourned till Satur- 
day, lite loth instant, when Mr, 
Want, mi behalf of the Hank of 
Australia, withdrew the opposition. Mr. 
Turner .also, on behalf of Mr. Stubbs, 
and - Mr. Johnson, un bchalT uf Mr. 
Cuuper, withdrew Lheir opposition. Fur- 
] ther evidence was taken in support of the 
opposition hy Robertson, and the case 
was then adjourned until Monday, the 
17th instant; further evidence was Llteu 
gone into on Lhe part of Robertson, and a 
final adjourn men L took place until March 
the lSHb., when tire apposition on the part 
of Robert sou was also withdrawn. Mr, 
Michie, on Ihe part of the insolvent, then 
(tpplied for Lhe certificate oh the ground of 
its being unopposed. I took time lo con- 
sider whether the certificate should be 
granted, the opposing creditors having all 
withdrawn their np£>ob L itinu ; or whether 
I was required by the Act to see if suffi- 
cient had been elicited to warrant iny re- 
fusal or suspension thereof ; and I ant of 
opinion that although the opposing cre- 
ditors ale induced or choose to wit lid raw 
their opposition, still, if on the whole uf 
the proceedings it appears Lo uie lhat Lite 
insolvent is not entitled Lo his certificate, 
I am bound either to refuse or suspend it, 
Becnuse if it was not so, it would work 
the greatest injustice, as an opposing cre- 
ditor might he paid hia debt hy Lhe in- 
solvent, or somebody on his behalf, 
to induce hint to withdraw his opposi- 



lion, which is directly contrary to the 
policy and express words of the Act, 
and against llie interest of the other 
creditors. I do not mean to say, that any 
thing of the sort has been done in this 
case, but still it might have bean done, 
and there Is no means of llnding it out. 
The insolvent having sworn, iu answer ( 
Mr, Gordon, who appeared for Mr, Robert- 
son, that the only reason he could assign 
for the withdrawn! of the oppoailion was 
tlltit the opposing creditors were all satis- 
fied with the explanations he had given of 
his conduct, All through his cxattii na- 
tions Mr. Uosking has insisted that he did 
ttot consider himself insolvent, either with 
regard to the firm of I-iughca and Husking 
or his pri vale estate, til] a few days pre- 
vious lo his surrender: and up to the very 
time of his surrender, I find by the sche- 
dule filed by Hughes and Uosking that 
he estimates his debts and liabilities nt 
,€277, BUD, and his assets as exceeding 
those liabilities by jii'dn,S0(3, tn the 
Kchedule to his private estate be makes 
his debts and liabilities ±'SW,58ti, and hut 
assets covering that amount by £5 1 f*. 
The insolvencies of the firm and of (he 
private estate took place on the 25ih Sep- 
tember, 184 a ; and up Lo this moment 
nothing at all has Leeu realised for the 
benefit uf the creditors in the partnership 
estate, in which, according to their 
account, there ivas a surplus of nearly 
■t'o 0,000 after lhe payment of all Ihe 
debts; and only .£6400 has been realised 
in the private estate. How the insolvent 
could have made out and sworn to such 
schedules is to me unaccountable. It ap- 
pears to me, clearly, that with regard to 
both estates Mr. ITosking was insolvent 
ctiree years agti ; and if al that lime he 
had surrendered his estates he might have 
paid a. respectable dividend lo his ctedi. 
tors; but instead of lhat, lie mortgaged 
and gave bills of sale on every available 
article of properly ; he bolstered up his 
credit by accommodation notes with Mr. 
Sheldon, Watt and several other parties i 
and, consequently, now there is every ap- 
pearance of there being little or no divi- 
dend on the sum of £2011,000 which lie is 
now indebted, after allowing £120,000 for 
the valuation of all his securities. Having 
therefore, reference to the conduct of the 
insolvent, in so recklessly contracting 
debts previous to his insolvency — at the 
time he was sued and pressed on all sides — 
in carrying on business, and living in the 
style of a man of fortune, when he knew 
that his affairs were deranged, and com- 
mon prudence would have shown him that 
he was in an insolvent state ; I am there- 
fore or Opinion, thai his certificate should 
be suspe titled for twelve months," 

Mr, VrNMYiin said, that it would he 
necessary lhat the evidence which had 
been taken before the Chief Coitimissioaer 
should ha read also; and the various ex- 
aminations of Mr. Uosking and the wit- 
nesses brought forward hy tbe opposing 
creditor!; were read at length.

MicriiE : The firm of Flower, Salting, * 
and Company , held, a hill drawn by Shel- 
don and indorsed by Juhn Ilosfcing 
for £800 and odd i in May, 1813, ivc 
advanced to Mr. Hosking £2500 upon 
the security of a deposit of title deeds ; 
this money was to he repaid by the clip of 
wool ; the bill we held for£85Qand odd fell 
dueinJuneorJuly,l813jwcsuedSheldon 
and afterwards Hosking; Sheldon was 
taken in execution, and we also obtained 
judgment against Mr. Hosking. Mr, Hos- 
king offered lis several securities of pio- 
pelties ticlouging to Sheldon, but they 
were not such as we would take; about 
the middle uf August, Hosking called on 
us, and said, he was anxious to- arrange 
nliout [lie bill, as lie luid other matters 
pressing upon him, especially a gieat 
number of orders drawn on him by his 
overseers iii the country, which if returned 
uii paid would create great confusion at 
the rotations, as be had in May pledged 
the wool of the sheep on these stations ; 
be now proposed tu convey the sheep 
themselves tu us, provided thai wc ivotiid 
retire these unlers, and also pay all future 
orders after shearing time, drawn by the 
overseers : and also that ive would release 
Sheldon from arrest, and retire tlm execu- 
tion of Jteri facias wc had out against 
himself on liiat bill, and that wa would 
give him up the bill, and that he wuuld 
settle ivith Sheldon. This mrange- 
meiit was in the middle of August, 18t;i ; 
and the writ of Jltri fmhts against Mr. 
Hosking was lodged with the Sheriff at 
the time ; we should have levied upon the 
sheep if this arrangement had not lieett 
made ; by this arrangement also, the 
advance of £2500, made in May pre- 
vious, was repaid tu us, mid the security 
we held given up ; the note was given to 
Mr. Hosking, ro that he had an opportunity 
of getting something from Sheldon ; the 
trustees of Mr. Hosking have sold the 
sheep undur the mortgage, and have 
handed the proceeds to its j I looked u pun 
this arrangement at the time lo be bene- 
ficial to the estate ; this arrangement was 
executed on the 1th of September, 1813, 
and just before shearing time. 

Examined by Mr. .Tojihsok i I was 
under the impression that if we enforced 
the execution we should bn paid ; we 
charged him interest at bank rate* we 
charged hitn the amount of the execution 
on the bill, without tiny commission ; 
there was no new arrangement as to [he 
payment of the wool. He uwed us no- 
thing more individually ; but as a partner 
uf Hughes and Hosking he was largely 
indebted to ns. I knew that at this time 
the affairs of Hughes and Hosking were 
Vfry much embarrassed- X recoiled that 
Mr. Hoslcing said at this tinie, that he 
thought he should he able, to get through 
all his difficulties. 

Re-examined by Mr. Miciiie: Unless 
the judgment debt had been included, the 
arrangement could not have been made. 

By Mr, Jdiimsos ; From what I now 
know, I should say the firm of Hughes 
and Hosking must have been insolvent at 
this lime. 

John Hosking sworn, and examined hy 
Mr. Miciite i States, at the time of the 
arrangement with Fluw«r, Salting, and 
Co.. I lielii-ved l-najufllf Ai^rtl.irt **t t — 
everything against me. I afterwards re- 
ceived about £3000 from Mrs. Terry for 
my horses, carriages, and furniture, and 
stock at the Macquarie Fields ; I valued 
the whole of my property at lhat time at 
£59,580, I swear that [ had both reason- 
able aud probable expectation of being 
able to pay all sums due by me. £f the 
sheep had been sold under execution by 
Flower, Salting, and Co., they would 
have been said with thf wool on their 
bocks. 

Examined by Mr. Jounsoji : I was very 
much pressed for money this time. I be- 
lieve it was beneficial to my estate to 
make the arrangement with Flower, 
Salting, and Co. I believe at this 
time lhat I was able tu pay every 
body, and therefore did not see that it 
would be beneficial to me to sequestrate. 
1 consider even now that it was better for 
me to give the security to Plo iter. Salting, 
and Co., that! to have sequestrated at the 
time. The property comprised in the 
equitable mortgage to Salting and Co., in 
Alay, 1S43, consisted of the store in King, 
street, occupied by Francis, and other pro- 
perties. I could have paid the judgment 
if it had suited nie, ns 1 have paid judg- 
ments since. None of the debts due by 
me in my private estate ore for mercan- 
tile Lransactinns, 1 was carrying on a 
largo business as a grasier; a great num- 
ber of bill transactions arose from this. 
I kept a bill book, stuck book, and bank 
pass-buuks, and rents books. The bill 
books contain entries of bill transactions 
with Mr, Robert Cooper." The promis- 
sory note entered in my schedule for £450, 
as due to Robert Cooper, was an accom- 
modation ; I recollect getting a note from 
him lo renew one already overdue j all 
our transactions we re accommodation trans- 
actions. Thedebtdus to Cooper and Co. is 
the result of these transaeliuiss,nntl is solely 
accommodation. I swear that every bill 
from Mr. Cooper ur Mr. Newman I ob- 
tained for the purpose uf retiring oilier 
bills, was so applied. I cannot swear po- 
sitively that these bills were all so 
applied, but I believe they were, I 
believe iny books will show every 
bill I received from Mr. Cooper, as Cooper 
;i«d Co., and every counterpart given by 
me. About a fortnight before my seques- 
tration, I paid £50 to the Corpuration as 
a line for resigning the office of Mayor, 
and when I resigned the office of Mayor L 
had some doubt as to whether or uuL I 
should be obliged to sequestrate ; i was 
aware that if some arrangement with 
Hughes and Hoski tig's affairs was nut 
made, I niiisl sequestrate ; 1 was pos- 
sessed of no jewellery when I seques- 
trated ; Mrs. Husking has a private 
income, and I believe bad some jewellery, 
I should nut think it is worth £200 ; 
Ibere was no settlement of personal pro- 
perty on Mrs. Hosking at the time of our 
marriage ; no settbuionl was made in con- 
templation of the marriage, but a settle- 
ment was executed since, and I believe a 
schedule is annexed lo the deed, I believe 
both of personal and real property ; before 
I executed this deed, 1 bad purchased from 
Mrs. Edward Terry her interest in her 
late husband's estate j 1 gave up pns session 
of the furniture purchased Troni me, by 
Mrs. Terry, by leaving the bouse and 
delivering it'to a person appointed by Mrs. 
Terry, who retained possession for a con- 
siderable time, and some person 'on behalf 



of Mrs. Terry had possession of it when f 
sequestrated ; I was in possession uf the. 
furniture just before I went iutu the Rules ; 
1 did not givti possession to any one 
whilst I was in tile Rules; 1 did not leave 
the Rules until after J had sequestrated j 
when J went tnlu the Rules there was no 
one in possession of the furniture for Mrs.

valuation of Mr, Hume, mentioned in my 
lust txaniinstiun, was made for the Trust 
Company, a mouth after my sequestration. 

lixaniiried by Mr. Minim, for the trus- 
tees of private estates i There is npruperly 
named -Vlncrjuarie Fields, a portion of the 
separate estate ui Mrs. Husking ; it was 
willed to her by her falher, and vested in 
trustees forhcvbeni-lit under the will; itwas 
a portion nf her separate estate at I lie time uf 
my sequestration ; some impruwiueilts had 
been completed a sluirl time prior to that. 
A cottage was commenced on it about two 
years before my sequestration, and I think 
it was not finally completed until after 
my sequestration ; in consideration of my 
receiving £10,000 in cash from Mr, 
Terry's will, a legacy to Mrs, Husking, 
and other moneys which came lo my 
hands, in consequence or the death of her 
brother, I agreed with Mrs, Husking that 
I should build this cottage, which has 
cDst 1 witfiotlieriiii[iruveiueiiis,aboiil£200();

Mr. Winrmvivn continued; He believed 
thai was some such general clause in the 
English Act; and be believed, also, that 
their Honors, in deciding in Spark's case, 
had arled upon the ITtJi clause; and lie 
would not, did nol, argue Ibnt the Court, 
or even the Commissioner, should not have 
power tu deal with certain conduct, al- 
though not speciiically described in lbe 
1 8tii clause. He could imagine ai i nsul- 
vent acting in such a nay, as in justice to 
lbe pukiltc lo call For a suspension of his 
certificate ; but these were grounds on 
which he should not be required, in 
this case, to touch on; he would only 
remind their Honors that such general 
misconduct, to justify a suspension, should 
be such as would strike every one as mis- 
conduct, shock any man's sense of justice. 
In Spark's ease, althuugli there was not 
any such couduct as could be htiutglil 
under the 18th clause, yet there was that 
kind of conductjlbe bare mention of which 
was sufficient lo shock the public mind. 
With respect to the conduct of Mr. Hos- 
king, although some men might hnvw 
entertained opinions different from bis of 
the value uf property, and might have been 
so cautious as to keep out of scrapes such 
as these, the history of the Court, the 
history uf the colony, proved that they 
were very few, Indeed, if every one of 
the hundreds that had passed through the 
Chief Commissitiner's Court had been 
dealt with as Mr. Hosking had, nol one 
would have bad his certificate ; nor could 
he -see why it was lhat Mr. Husking was 
picked out by the Commissioner, except 
that Mr, Hosking had suffered most, had 
been subjected to the most rigid examina- 
tions, and had after all given up mure to 
bis creditors, a larger amount of property, 
than any oilier estate had given.

the Several opponents —and all (sjiid every 
ground had been taken hv them cullee- 
tivcly Tile opposition of Robertson had 
lieeiiiiibiwudunderpeouliarcircuiiistinces.

Cooper withdrew 
his opposition also ; and, as was explained 
hy Mr. Hosking in his evidence, (he trans- 
action between Cooper and himself was 
merely an accommodation, on which a 
misunderstanding hnd arisen, which led 
to the opposition. Everything had bow- 
ever been explained satisfactorily lo every 
one who had opposed (he granting of Hos- 
king's certificate ; no insolvent had ever u n- 
d Cray ac a more searching e Kami nation ; no 
mail's afiairs bad ever been more minutely 
entiuired into, but all who thought tbey 
suffered had been satisfied ; the creditors, 
hanks, trustees, not chosen by Mr. Hos- 
king, but elected by the creditors— the 
official trustee appointed by the Courl — 
all had been satisfied ; and Mr. Hosking 
would have stood right in the eye of the 
world but for the decision of the Com- 
missioner, against which he (Mr. Win- 
deyer) now appeared to appeal to Ibeir 
Honors, Mr, Robertson, whose letter was 
on record, was nol the only one who 
had stated his perfect satisfaction ; he (Mr. 
Windeyer) would confidently ask the Chief 
Commissioner whether Ihe other opposing 
creditors had nol, i u terms, expressed them- 
selves equally satisfied. But the opposing 
creditors having withdrawn their opposi- 
tion, tlm Commissioner considered it his 
duty, and he (Mr. Windeyer) would not say 
lhat it is was not his duty, ro "take time to 
consider whether the certificate should be 
granted, the opposing creditors having all 
withdrawn their opposition, or whether T 
was required hy the Act to see if sufficient 
hnd been elicited lo warrant the suspension 
or refusal thereof." TheCommissionerdid 
suspend the granting of the certificate, and 
he stated certain grounds for su doing, and 
ho imputed in language nol very easy to 
he misunderstood, conduct, or actings and 
doings of Mr. Husking, which were uot ill 
any way borne out by any evidence he 
had before him ; imputations atwhich Mr. 
Hosking and his friends, with very good 
reason, felt aggrieved, and but for 
which, and the natural anxiety which 
Mr. Husking had to uphold the cha- 
racter fie had always held in ihe com- 
munity, and for the satisfaction of his 
friends, who were anxious also that 
that character should be upheld, Mr. 
Hosking would not perhaps have stirred 
in the matter. It would signify compara- 
tively lillle, in ft pecuniary point of view, 
which way their Honors should decide ; 
but, Mr. Hosking came now to ask for a 
decision from the Supreme Court, to clear 
him of the imputation which had been un- 
justly cast upon him by the judgment of 
the Chief Commissioner. 

The Cut Kir Just ice said, Lhat he did not 
think that the Chief Commissioner in- 
tended to cast any imputation ou Mr. 
Hosking, he had now read the judgment 
far the first time, and he put a different 
construction upon it from that which the 
learned Counsel put upon it. The Chief 
Commissioner, in alluding tu the with- 
drawal uf the opposition, and what might 
have been done lo induce that withdrawal, 
said, " I do not mean to say that anything 
of the sort haB been done in this case ;" 
and although it might be urged that this 
might be taken in another sense, he would 
say IbaL although a Counsel arguing for a 
client, might use the words as a rhetorical 
figure, and might convey a meaning con- 
trary to that expressed ; not so one sitting 
in a judicial character, pronouncing a, 
judgment; he irtnst mean what his words 
plainly implied. 

Mr. WiNiiKvwi said, that it might he so, 
but unfortunately the whole of the judg- 
ment would be taken together by the 
world. 

Mr. Justice a'Beckutt : Suppose that 
the Court should decide that the Chief 
Commissioner's decision was wrong, the 
impassion on the public mind, if there he 
any, would he the same. 

Mr. Windeyrk. continued : He thought 
not, and at all events the friends of Mr. 
Hosking were desirous of hiving a judg- 
ment, or order from the Court. There 
ccriild be no doubt that, the Cum missioner 
was not bound to grant a certificate, merely 
because oppjsition was withdrawn, but the 
Commissioner after saying " I da not 
mean lo say that anything of the sort has 
been done in this case," went further and 
said, " bill still it might have been done," 
and " there is no means of finding it 
unt." He (Mr Windeyer) would mi li- 
mit that nothing of the sort could 
havn been done ; lhat none had a tight 
to suppose that any collusion could 
have taken place in the case of such par- 
'ties as tin: trustees ; three hanks, the 
trustees elected by the creditors of Hos- 
king ami o[ Hughes, and of Hughes and 
Hosking; mid lbe other individuals who 
had opposed, hut ivho had been satisfied, 
and bad withdrawn their opposition ; 
whatever might have been the intention 
of the Chicr Commissioner, he did hope 
that Lbeir Honors' judgment would be 
such as to show that which the Chief Com- 
missioner imputed could uot have been 
done. It appeared as if that the Chief 
Cuunn issiouer had thought Lhis a good 
opportunity ; this, in which there could 
nut possibly be any collusion between the 
applicant and the opponents, of showing 
that be, Ihe Commissioner, would never 
grant a certificate merely because opposing 
creditors had withdrawn their opposition. 
This was an instance in which he would 
evince h"s determination for the benefit 
and belter instruction of insolvents tu 
come ; and in order to prove his detenni- 
rialion lie pronounced in this ease a judg- 
ment opposed to every fact before him, 
lbe reverse of every thing llmt had been 
expected by those who did oppose, who 
examined Mr. Hosking, thinking tu learn 
morel ban tbey knew ; and having exa- 
mined, ivere satisfied, and withdrew their 
opposition | the reverse, hejepcalcd, of all 
that was expected by trustees and credi- 
tors. The Chief Com missioner bad no 
evidence whatever before him, except tbnt 
which had fifcu clim'Ud by the opposing

fully in-,' he i [ i- .i.h-i J every piriieulnr, so 
diligent in liis asjisljuee to tlie trustees 
elected hy tlifl creditors, so jierfect I he con- 
fidence thcy.repuieil in him in consequence 
iif hit conduct m them, that they had 
never thought il necessary to examine 
him before the Commuuioner (ill this oc- 
casion; fie had never hfieu exriniined ex- 
wpt hy opposing trcdilofs, every one of 
ivhnm had expressed orally or in writing 
that he was perfectly satisfied. As he hid 
before said, the Commissioner had now 
nothing from which lie could draw his 
conclusions, except the evidence which 
had been taken at the instance of the 
opposing creditors. To these the evidence 
was satisfactory, fur Ihey had w ithdrawn 
their oppositions, and hud said or written 
that they iverc satisfied. The evidence 
might indeed be unsnliafnctury tu lltuse, 
who knew nothing nf the particular cir- 
cumstance of each case of each opposing 
creditor. Take thetiatof Mr. Robertson ; 
who, not acquainted irilli any oireuiti- 
siance connected with his building con- 
tract, could understand it] 

Mr. Justice ji'Beckiot said, that the 
evidence was so unconnected that he could 
not understand it at all as yet. 

Mr. Wixdevkk continued : Mr. Robert- 
noil was perfectly satisfied his letter, 
which ivas on record, showed that he was, 
and he was satisfied because he had his 
own knowledge o[ the transaction, as netl 
as the answers of Mr. Husking, and these 
were satisfactory to him, although the 
w hole matter might be, and perhaps was, 
a mystery to other persons not concerned. 
This was not like an ordinary case, such 
as have too often occurred, in which, for 
ilie ends of justice, aa insolvent had to be 
brought before the Chief Commissioner to 
be examined, in order thai his creditors 
might, get at some or any property he 
might t» possessed of. Everything was 
satisfactory to the creditors, and there was 
not the slighest ground even fur the sug- 
gestion thai, in the Commissioner's words, 
" it might hive been dune, and there is tut 
means of discovering it." The language 
was harsh, uncalled for, unjustified by the 
evidence. The opposing creditors felt 
that there was nothing o find out, there 
was nothing to justify lb* Commissioner 
in suggesting that there ivas yet something 
tu he discovered. Indeed, he might say 
ill truth, that if Mr. Lyons, and Mr, 
Stnhta, and Mr. Robertson, and others 
who had opposed con Id now come before 
the Court) he wnulil have the honour to 
represent them in the appeal against the 
decision of the Commissioner, instead of 
representing only Mr. Hoskitig, who had 
been so bitterly injured I for thuse parties 
must also feel deeply aggrieved by the de- 
cision. The Commissioner, iii his judg- 
ment, quoted an answer of Mr. lloskinjr's, 
he i-aid, rf Til e insolvent having sworn, in 
answer to Mr. Gordon, who appeared for 
Mr. Robertson, that the only reason he 
could assign for the withdrawal of 
the opposition was, that the oppose 
ing credituis were all satislicd." This 
wnSi he {Mr. Windeyer) conceived, 
the only answer that could have been 
given CO such a question, yet how it 
was put forward as matter of reproach, if 
not of condemnation. He could not ima- 
gine that any oilier answer cuuld have 
been given 5 if the opposing creditors had 
not been satisfied with I lie information, 
they would not have withdrawn their 
oppositions. All opposition was wilh- 
drawn, however, and now he eaitie to the 
judgment, He would, call the attention 
of their Honors to the picture which he 
imagined InUst have been present to the 
Commissioner's mind ; alt opposition with- 
drawn, but [ must not grant the certifi- 
cate fur thai, there is something I cannot 
discover. Something yet to find out, there 
is something that looks like extravagance 
at all events. It was cleai that the Com- 
missioner did nut himself conceive that it 
was extravagance, such ns was defined in 
the 18th clause of the Act, or he would 
have acted upon it. No ; the Commis- 
sioner imagined that there was something 
like reckless expenditure, tiial Mr. Hos- 
king acted as a man of property when lie 
was not, and therefore lie would suspend 
the certificate; but after all, it resolved it* 
3 e if into a, lingering suspicion that there 
was something, which he the Commis- 
sioner could not find out, that the opno» 
sition hid not been withdrawn hy fair 
means, and therefore he did suspend the 
certificate. Other grounds were suggested 
in the Commissioner's judgment; but there 
could not have been evidence to substan- 
tiate them, or the certificate must have been 
absolutely refused, not suspended. The 
grounds positively alleged in the judg- 
ment would be shown to be groundless on 
reference to the evidence taken before the 
Commissioner himself. No ; there was 
some vague, undefined helicf in the Com- 
missioner's mind thai something had been 
concealed, that it was necessary to make 
an example ; and he, Mr. Windeyer, must 
say, with all respect tu the Commissioner, 
as well or other and higher tribunals, that 
in a crisis such as that through which they 
had been and were passing, men's minds 
heated and distracted, looked round fur 
some one who should liear al] their sins 
as well as his own, always at aucii periods 
there was a desire for a victim or a 
scape-goat— a sacrifice, and. who a fitter 
victim than Mr, Hoskitig ? He did not 
say (hat the Commissioner consciously 
Lhus reasoned ; but it was inseparable from 
the nature of man, in a time of danger, so 
to reason. The history of the world snowed 
that there had been more than Admiral 
Byng sacrificed; in every national cala- 
mity tome one would hi! hi id hold of to 
: if?er up on the altar of popular vengeance ; 
>nd here, although they were not about to 
shoot an Admiral, or even to put a mer- 
chant in the pillory, the tendency or man 
;— as old us their earliest records— to make 
, seape-goat, to lay hold of sofiie uuu to 
<ear all our tiua, is still liable to Iii us the 
ilimis even of the highest ; such lie did 
magi lie must have been the bias on the 
lind of the Commissioner in this case. 
\llhough he had passed hundreds, perhaps 
housands of insolvent)., whose conduct in 
very particular went infinitely beyond 
iiytbing that could be imputed to his 
'lient, no sooner did this case cume before 
;ini,thnn he must have had the thought — 
^HeretsMr, Hosking — the Hosking — tht 
an — one uf that lirm whose speculations 
: lvc been so prominent amongst all the 
j;eculators of this dreadful crisis j—wluit

If it were not in some such state nf mind 
as this tha- the Chief Commissioner came 
to iiia deeisinn lie w.n a-llogcllier at a Inss 
In itci-uunl rurthat decision. 

The Chief Jtwtcii said, lltut he would 
again in term pt Mi. Windeyer; the only 
reason he liful for doing so, as before, was 
to remove any unpleasant impression as to 
Mr. Hoskiug's character being touched. 
He did not think that the Chief Commis- 
sioner's judgment hare the interpretation 
that was btipposed. 

Mr. WiNiiEVEe. said, that lie thanked His 
Honor for the interruption, and it was the 
circumstance of His Honor sbiting that he 
did not consider Mr. Hoski tiff's character 
to lie affected, that had enabled him to go 
on with the case with less anxiety than he 
had upon his mind tit first reading the 
judgment, 

The Ciiikc J tl stick refer red to the printed 
report uf the Chief Commissioner's judg- 
ment. He said that the two points as 
printed must be taken as one sentence, as 
no sentence cuuld commence with a parti- 
ciple without reference tu another ; so that 
he read the sentence nut as printed, hut as

Mr. SVtN-nHvrcn said, that what militated 
against such a const ruction of the judg- 
ment in the public mind was, tiint the 
Chier Commissioner in uther paragraphs 
left it still to he believed that there was 
something to be found out.

Hosking 
was doubtful whether ibis tiiortgitge 
was not made before any build- 
ing was commenced, but subsequently 
Mr. Hosking expended -eidttOO on that 
properly, and this not long ago, iii r the 
expenditure was going on in iB-lX, up lo 
the very time of the sequestration. Mr. 
Young had all that property, however, 
and ,-nvharf properly in Oarling Harbour, 
for £2000; Air. Hosking valued them at 
jBOOOO, and he says ivby he did so,— they 
had cost him more.

Mr WixmrvEn continued -, On the evi- 
dence there was nothing to show any 
reason why Mr, Hosking sbuuld not hnve

* 150,000 advanced by the Hani; of Aus- 
tralia, was not sufficient to carry the firm 
of Hughes ami Hosking through their dinr- 
culties; when the weight upon them became 
so great, as eventually to drag down Mr. 
Hosking also. It was clear from the evi- 
dence of Salting as to his transaction, that 
he thought the arrangement be made a 
benelicial one ; that tbe arrangement was 
not made in fraud of tbe creditors ; that 
at the time he (Salting) believed that 
Hughes and Hoskitig would be able to 
work through. It was very true that Mr, 
Suiting said, that from what had since 
transpired, he believed that Hughes and 
Husking were insolvent at the lime ; but 
this belief arose out of what had since 
transpired; but what bad since appeared 
he had nothing to do with. Mr, Husking 
believed lliat the firm would hu able to 
work through, and he gave reaion forjiis 
belief. A valuation was made for 'the 
purposes of the Bank of Australia, in 
February, 1S43, at the time of the nego- 
tiation of the advance of the £1SO,000, 
and as appeared on the evidence, the 
valuation Wat £320,000 ; this was 
a mistake, as the valualiou really ivas 
^220,000; a mistake which he might 
take advantage of in favour of Mr. Hos- 
king, if il were necessary, as it was not, 
to do so. The Bank give back a number 
of properties which they held as securi- 
ties, retaining in their hands securities lo 
the amount of £100,000, ami at that sum 
the properties were entered in tbe sche- 
dule. It ivas very possible, that although 
Hughes and Hosking and their friends 
might believe that their property was 
worth half a million, that tbey might be 
mialaken. This ruination, however, of 
£220,000, was nude by the Hank of Aus- 
tralia.; none of ihe directors dissented 
i from tbe valuation : for al the time it was 
I considered rtdit'iijoimly low. It ivas urged 
by tbe Chief Commissioner that Mr. Hos- 
king had bolstered up his credit hy ac- 
i eoinmudation bills with Sheldonjantl Watt, 
■ and others. lie, Mr. Windeyer, had 
, louked carefully through the evidence, 
' uud he found that it was .Sheldon, not 
Mr, Hosking, who was accommodated by 
the bills referred to, It was distinctly 
stated that Sheldon obtained Mr. Hosking s 
indorsement, and failing lo meet il, Mr. 
Salting sued both Sheldon and Mr, Hos- 
king ; and when Mr. Salting made the 
advance to Mr. Hosking, he made Mr. 
Hosking settle Sheldon's inutlev, and gave 
up Sheddou's note to Mr. Hosting, in 
order that he might arrange ivith Sheldon. 
As to Watt, be, Mr. Windeyer, could not 
lind Ids name throughout the evidence. 

TheCuiivi" Coit.uissiovMa said, that it 
did appear in the proceedings, in the proofs 
of debts. 

Mr. WiHnuvnii continued — All that the 
Court bad tu deal with ivas the evidence 
taken in Mr. Hosking's matter. There 
was Mr. Cooper, who probably made up the 
"others," but tiie dealings with Mr. 
Cooper arosti out of the transaction which 
had befure been fully described, and the 
several entries nf his name in the books 
were only renewals of the same bill ; and 
if n man was lo be considered insolvent 
because lie renewed a bill,and was subse- 
quently to be refused his certiiicate on Lbal 
ground, be, Mr. Windeyer, wondered how 
many men now in business could be con- 
sidered solvent, or who would even obtain 



a certificate. Although the Commissioner 
wpndered how Mr. Hosking cotild make 
Artt such a schedule, yet when it was seen 
how tlie property which Mr. Young now 
had for rf>2000, had been sacrificed, pro- 
perly which Mr. Hosking bad valued at 
±'0000, because be had spent that on il ; 
which Mr. Hume, after the insolvency, 
valued al .£7,500, when cattle, which were 
purchased at £5 lOs. a head, were sold for 
liis., Ihere wns sufficient to account 
for the great discrepancy between 
the valuation put upon the property 
by Mr. Hoiking, and what the property 
realised. The only question for thnir 
Honors was, whether Mr. Husking did or 
did not believe himself a iveullhy man; 
and whether so believing he was not jus- 
tified in an expenditure of *l(i in caudle- 
slicks, and of *2000 upon his wife's pro- 
perly. There appeared in the evidence 
many allusions which the Creditors who 
esaruinedMr. Husking might readily un- 
derstand from'their previous knowledge ot 
the particular transactions to which they 
referred, although, lo the Chief Cuinniis- 
sioncr they might not be satisfactory ; ami 
although there might be cases in which 
the Com inissioner might he called upon 
to act notw I (standing that opposing credi- 
lors had withdrawn their opposition, the 
Commissioner had a right to ask Hrst for 
explanation, in order that the insolvent 
might have nil opportunity of clearing up 
any doubtful point. Ample evidence 
might have been brought forward to satisfy 
the Chief Commissioner if lie lind required 
it; but the evidence brought forward was 
merely such as was required to meel tlie 
issue — to satisfy the several opposing cre- 
ditors, and tbey lind been salisticd. There 
wns no evidence of any collusion ; on the 
contrary, it was clearly shown that with 
respect to some, at all-events, of I be parties 
opposing, collusion was impossible. If their 
Honors thought it nccf ssary, he would pro- 
ceed with the affidavits in support uf a 
, motion for reference back lo the Chief 
Commissioner, 

The Cmr:F Justice said, 
' that motion was entered 
I necessary thai llie Court I] 
I the appeal. 

Mr. WiNnittiEii snid, thai be should be 
■ quite content with their Honor's decision, 
I He would only further request their 
I Hunors to bear in mind that during 18-13 
laud 18d'l, Mr. Hosking had been dili- 
' gently attentive to his trustees, helping 
the m to wind up his affairs, and the affairs 
1 of Hughes and Husking ; and so satisfied 
I were the trustees with bis conduct, that 
1 I hey had never once bad him - up before 
) the Commissioner to examine him on 
oath} during the whole of the time lie 
worked as a clerk to his trustees, and he 
did nut ask for his certificate until he 
bad fully satisfied tlsein. When he bad 
done all this, the trustees, lo satisfy other 
creditors, (hen lodged certain grounds 
of opposition, in order that as they-were 
satisfied, so others might be rendered so by 
Mr. Hosking's explaining certain points 
in public. For more than a year and a half 
Mr. Hosking bad been without his certi- 
ficate ; and now when he applied for it, the 
Chief Coniuiissionerstispeudetl it for twelve 
months on some genet a I ground of miscon- 
duct. Their Hunors would bear in mind, 
mat it jir, nutting nanuj/pnuan,. 
titicate in ISIH, he would now hate had it, 
after having undergone the twelve months' 
suspension, and the effect of the decision 
of the Chief Commissioner, if their Honors 
confirmed it, would be to keep Mr. Hos- 
king out of his certificate for two years 
and a -half The Court, on looking 
through the evidence, wnuld see that no 
affairs could have been more thoroughly 
sifted than thane of Mr, Hosking, never 
could affairs have been explained more 
satisfactorily. Mr. Hosking's case was re- 
markable, from the fact of ail tbe creditors 
and the trustees being satisfied, and il did 
appear extraordinary that the Chief Com- 
missioner, ehoutd have picked Mr. Hus- 
king out for a suspension ; nor could 
he imagine any reason, except that 
the Chief Commissioner thought this 
1 gnad case in which lo show that the 
Court would not grant an Insolvent his 
certificate merely because creditors with- 
drew their opposition He agreed that (he 
mere withdrawal of opposition was not 
sufficient to justify the granting of a cer- 
tificate ; and no doubt the Legislature ga.ve 
tbe Court the power of granting or with- 
holding the certificate of an insolvent, tu 
order lo insure the punishment of a frau- 
dulent insolvent when creditors did uol 
oppose, as well as la relieve debtors From 
mere malicious opposition. He must sub- 
mit, however, that the Court would not 
refuse a certificate merely because the in- 
solvent satisfied every body. 

The Ciiiup Justice said, that there was 
no doubt that Mr. Windeyer was perfectly 
correct in the interpretation which he bad 
put upon the Act, that the Commissioner 
and tbe Court were entitled to exercise a 
discretion in the granting or suspension, 
or refusal of a certiiicate to an insolvent, 
notwithstanding that creditors did not 
oppos* ; or, liavtng opposed, withdrew 
their opposition. It was a mailer of great 
importance to the public that the Com- 
missioner should have such power, in 
order that the ends of jnslice might not 
lie dcfeaied, in consequedcc of any cuHu- 
lion between the insolvent and his credi- 
tors — by the apathy of credits is in nut 
opposing a fraudulent debtor — and that nu 
honest debtor might not be subjected tu 
punishment in consequence of the vjndic- 
tiveness of creditors — that neither bad 
motives nor good nature on the part of 
creditors, should be allowed to inter- 
fere with the due administration 
of justice. There was another consi- 
deration, which waa, whether the discre- 
tion so allowed by the Act Lo the Com- 
missioner had in this case been rightly 
exercise J or not ; and on eon side tat ion of 
the whole case, both he and his learned 
brother were of opinion, that in this case 
the discretion had nut been rightly exer- 
cised by the Commissioner. They enter- 
tained a diiferent view from that which 
had iniluencetl the Commissioner ; and 
tbey could not discover in the evidence 
anything to justify the conclusions 10 
w hich he had come, or by which bis deci- 
sion was borne out, It was a most mate- 
rial circumstance, thot this application for 
the certificate bad been most actively op- 
posed, and ihat the opposition had 
been withdrawn ; the creditors bad 
Plot evinced any apathy — but there had 
been a series of oppositions, which there 
una no reason for doubling were 
ioflo fide, and tbey had fceen with- 



drawn on grounds which there ivn 
no reason toduuht were perfectly ton. 
scieutious; tliatlhc creditors were satisfied 
as they stated, that the impressions under 
which they laboured when they brought 
forward their opposition, were crroimms. 
In short, the Court found that stvtral 
creditors, seeing how small a dividend ivjui 
forthcoming, seeing the enurmotis amount 
of debt, and property which they supposed 
there was to meet it ; seei ng also iiiesiy] ( j„ 
which Mr, Hosking continued, did perhaps 
imagine tliat they were unfunny dcaltwith, 
that there was something like reckless- 
ness in Mr, Hosking's conduct, and they 
catted for enquiry, and that enquiry li rl j 
been granted, and the creditors had been 
satisfied; audit, was nut for the Cum. 
inissioner or tbe Court to be very acute j n 
finding out objections, when creditors vrlui 
had opposed, as they hid in this iustiibte, 
were satisfied. , It was a strung nrgtmieut 
(hat was used by the learned eoanttl 
that the various opposing creditors 
likely to be fully acquainted with all tp 
circumstances of their particular casr^ 
were therefore in a position tu understand 
Mr. Hosking's explanations, and to appre- 
ciate tliem, and be satisfied with the 111 ■ 
although to the Commissioners and to the 
Court the mutter might not he so clear, 
Looking at atl the facts of Ihe cose, the 
Court was of opinion that the conclusions 
of the Chief Commissioner as set out in his 
judgment were not correct j the Coiiniiis- 
sinner's facts might be correct, hill liiscott- 
elusions were not. The facts appeared tu 
lie, that in right of his wife Mr. Hosking 
enjoyed a very large property ; that somt 
feiv years ago lie became possessed in her 
right of £50,000 in addition to his pre- 
vious fortune— and there did not appear 
any reason for Mr. Hosking be- 
lieving that he was insolvent until 
within a very short period of the 
set] nest ration ; it would appear, however, 
tliftt this judgment was founded on the re- 
sult instead of the antecedent circum- 
stances, and this was absurd as unjust— 
nothing could be marc unjust. The real 
(juestiou wns, whether Mr. HosVing ho- 
nestly, conscientiously, and fully believed, 
at, ot a. short time before, the transactions 
on which the Commissioner's objections 
rested, that he ivas solvent, and that he hid 
good reason to be of such opinion, wan 
shown by the fact that the Bank Inn! valued 
properly at ,6320,000 ; and although tbit 
property might not hoverealised £20,000— 
might he altogether unsaleable at present, 
Mr. Hosking at the time hid ample 
ground on which to found his belief thai 
be ivas solvent. And the Court was 
judicially aware how great had been 
the depreciation in every species of pro- 
perty, that there had been a fearful, 
unprecedented, an extraordinary deprecia- 
tion, resembling a pestilential breath, 
de vastadn g a nd d t y in g it p, — blnsti n g e v e ry 
description of property, Mr, Hosking 
might have been insolvent— yet have ho- 
nestly believed himself solvent, and it ivas 
harsh at least to th ink otherwise, Although 
the extent uf Mr. Hosking's property was 
still admitted, people under present cir- 
cumstances would speak of his only as of 
3 ruined estate. Looking a few- years 
back, however, Afr, Hosking might be per- 
fectly justified in swearing what he had 

man of wealth. His purchase at Muubs s 
was not inconsistent with his station. 
His fel 1 iv -citizens had chosen him 
Mayur — and they were hound to lake 
notice that there was attached to that 
office a certain salary with which 
the holder of the office might sustain the 
dignity and exercise the hospitality which 
were expected from him.

Mr. Justice .i'fci:.v- stated thai he 
fully concurred iu all that hud fallen from 
the Chief Justice, adding some further 
reasons, showing that Mr. Hosking was 
justified in believing himself a man of 
fortune, and living as such.

They imd fnmcnod 
ropen to the horses' legs to regulate Lhcir paces, 
bunhe practice secnicd to me to bo uaeleaa and 
objectionable. On Clllltluuing my rido, I 
liaasedthecompouy'scliicriiorseestablishmeul, 
whBte I dismounted for a few minutes to seo 
thclt 1 imported stnUions. Tliey were lodged in 
nsulistantial brick -built mugo of sliiltles, coin 
inodiotuty divided, well vcolilulod, and ap- 
peared to bo kept in very good order, I next 
pissed the elcgnnt eottage of Mr. Ebaworth, 
the treasurer of the Australian Agricultural 
Company, which la situated on nil eminence 
near the river Ivaruah nl Cooral, whore n tract 
of ground is under cultivation.

AUSTRALIAN COLQWIES. 
(J'Yorti Via Caletiial Gazette, December 14.) 

The growing importance of our Australian 
colonics is becoming apparent to eveiy class of 
the community. It is not surprising that 
mercantile men. who know the extent of tho 
markets which til esq colonies afford for our 
manufactures, and the ex lent of supplies which 
are obtained from them of wool, oil, whalebone, 
&u, t should bo aware of it. It is ^(surprising 
tliat those who relloct on the destitution which 
prevails in khigluntl, in the midst of the 
greatest accumulation of wealth , which the 
world ever aaiv, anil who kaow how much lho 
circumstances of tha industrious nnd mibcr 
artisans nnd labourers who have emigrated to 
these colonies have heen improved, should 
look with eagerness and conlidcnc* to that 
source of relief, hint the importance of these 
colonies Is at length attniclinj lho notice of the 
' earned J they contemplate them with a hope- 
iil eye, and see in them lho germs of future 
.aliens, tha Incipient movements of n power 
u'hiuh may. In after ages, materially affect the 
destiny of tho world. 

Iti this light they hnro been viewed by twn 

ry eminent wrlieift, over the premature grave 
one ol whom the public -was soma time ayo 

ic*pcctedly called lo shed the tour of svm- 
patliy. In 'this Inst remark tve refer to'tlie 
hue Dr Arnold, of llujibv Sell rial; and in the 
former, ns associated with liim, to Dr. Vnughan, 
President of Uie Manchester Cnllege, So 
deeply was Dr. Arnold's mind impressed with 
the importance of these colonies, and of inlla- 
oiieinstandregulaitiig the intellceturtl, morsl, 
mid religions training of our countrymen set- 
tled there, that he fell an ennicsl desire to 
euiighito thither, and to devote the remainder 
f his lile to that trnntcendently important ob. 
let. This wo learn from liis Memoirs, written 

,y Stanley, Ksq , vol. 1, pp. 170, 177, in 

which the following psssage occurs: — 

"The growth cf those rising commonwealths 
in the Aii^trulion colonics, where, from lime 10 
Lime, he entertntned an ardent desire to pass 
the cloie of his life, iu the hope of influencing, 
if possible, what lie conceived to be the gnrms 
of the Euturo destinies of England and ot the 
world, came before iti in with a vividness which 
seemed tu bolring rather to a uiiitton of Giceee 
or ItumUt than to [he comparative apathy and 
lEtiremenl of the members of modern states." 

It is impossible lo estimate what might have 
betm the effect hud such n desire been realised, 
and Ihe .southern hemisphere unjnyed tho ad- 
vantage of lho knowledge, wisdom, energy, 
oral experience ol' the man who effected so 
great and salutary a ehange in the schools el' 
his native country, 

A glimpse of Um views entertained by Dr, 
Ysiiglisn is presented in liis popular work en- 
titled "ThcAgsof Qrea: Cities," in tho fal- 
lowing brief bul eKpressi vc passu go ;--.

LANE TilliATllE. 
(FiVHl tin Thttij*J 
On Saturday nigbt, December 14, n iYightful 
occurrence took place at this theatre, during 
the performance of the /feroft of the Ilirrem, 
which iu lis conseqnoiiees will, it is feared, 
dejirive vile stage of the best English dancer uf 
the day , Iu tlie second act of the ballet; the 
Indies: of tho hnrcin are discovered bathing, 
among whom Zulica, tho royal slute (Miss 
Webster,) is one. During the aoeiio the ga3 
placed nt the botioiu of the singe, or under tlie 
Hiinken purtioil :ii it, whore the watcT pierjsSS, 
Or waves, are placed, caught the light drapery 
uf Miss Webster's dress, and in an instant her 
ivhtilu person was enveloped iu ilumes. This 
frightful nvciit taking place on tlie stage in 
sight of tho audience, the whole house wua in 
u suite of consternation, and screams issued 
froth the Indies in ilie front boxes uud pit, 
who weio the llret lo perceive the appalling 
accident. 

The unfortunate young lady rushed round 
the stage, actually in one blaze, uttering 
the must henrt-rendlng cries, and in her 

agony seized on Madame -'s dross i but 

this lady had the presence of mind to avoid 
close contact, to push her oil, end thereby save 
herself, although her own dress was for a 
moment on lire. Miss Webster at lost rushed 
towards the P. S. wing, and was aaughtin the 
arms of a carpenter, ivba, with great presence of 
mind, threw her down aud railed himself over 
her, and thus extinguished ihcJhuics, iliough, 
as it apuenrH, at his personal risk, for his hands 
and lace are said to have been much burnt in 
tlio generous effort to rescue ilie sullcrer. Miss 
Webster was instantly taken to the groan. room, 
when it was ascertained that her arms, bosom, 
and face were severely burin. Burgicui 
aid was without a ramnent's delay pro- 
cured, and lho young lady,' by -dee im of 
her friends, was, as wo heard, removed tu 
the residence of Dr, Locock, in liancver- 
square. The accident was of so sudden occur, 
rence that the whole scene did not occupy tho 
space of two minutes. Nevertheless, the inten- 
sity of Miss Webster's suffering wns very great. 
The carpenter who wns injured ta extinguish- 
ing the Uamcs was conveyed to King's College 
Hospital in Cujcy-street, near Claic-markci, 
The mother of Miss Webster was present ut 
the lamentable occurrence, and rendered every 
aid her mn temal cure cuuld dictate at such a 
moment. Whilst the house win in such a 
state of alarm, llr. W. li. Payne, who pluyed 
in the bullet, endeavoured toiiddress lho audi- 
ence, and stated (as wo understood liim} that 
hopes were entertained uf Miss Webster being 
ouly slightly injured, though m the moment 
neihlnp; but tho worst feats were cnteitaincd, 
Thu bullet, notwithstanding the alarming 
occurrence, was concluded in Ihe usual way, 
though much delay necessarily took rjliice.
